No. 65-ITC(P.N.)/54.— Attention of importers is invited to the 
entry in remarks column against Serial No. 17, Part IV, Section II, 
of the Red Book for the July-December 1954 period, according to 
which applications from established importers for import of potatoes 
will be considered ad hoc in consultation with the Ministry of Food 
and Agriculture. It has been decided to allow import of small 
quantity of table potatoes through the Calcutta port only. Intend- 
ing importers are advised, to apply to the Chief Controller of 
Imports, New Delhi, by the 20th July 1954, The applicant should 
give particulars regarding quantity, name of supplier, country of 
origin and evidence of firm offer of sale from the supplier. The 
period of validity of the licences, when issued, will be limited to 
20th September 1954, and importers are informed that no request for 
extension of the validity period will be entertained in any 
circumstance. 

2. The applications when received will be considered in the light 
of the provisions in the Indo-Burma Trade Agreement regarding the 
import of potatoes from that country.
